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ORDINANCE NO. 97- 9 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING PALM BEACH COUNTY CODE SECTION 20-41, 
PERTAINING TO NUISANCE ABATEMENT BOARD; 
PROVIDING FOR THE DELETION OF LANGUAGE 
REGARDING COUNTYWIDE JURISDICTION; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SAVINGS CLAUSE; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; 
PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS 
AND ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE 
DATE. 


WHEREAS, the Nuisance Abatement Board was established by 
Section 20-36, as amended, of the Palm Beach County Code, pursuant 
to Chapter 893, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County Code Section 20-41, provides that 
the Nuisance Abatement Board shall have countywide jurisdiction; 
and 

WHEREAS, since 1990, the Nuisance Abatement Board has enforced 
Section 20-36, as amended, within municipalities as well as in 
unincorporated areas of Palm Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, The Board of County Commissioners, based on recent 
case law, now desires to limit the jurisdiction of the Nuisance 
Abatement Board to unincorporated areas of the county only. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

Section 1. 

Section 20-41, of the Palm Beach County Code is hereby amended 
to read: 

Sec. 20-41. €eumtywide sJurisdiction. 

Consistent with law and this article, the nuisance abatement 


board shall have jurisdiction to enforce this article within 


All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area Of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 


Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 
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Section 3. SAVINGS CLAUSE: 

Except as otherwise hereby expressly amended, all other 
provisions of this Ordinance as originally enacted and amended are 
specifically preserved and remain in full force and effect. 

Section 4. SEVERABILITY: 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, such -holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 
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The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
relettered to accomplish such, and the word “ordinance” may be 
changed to “section”, “article”, or other appropriate word. 

Section 6. EFFECTIVE DATE: 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon 


filing with the Department of State.
